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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that "Smith et al. (in addition to 
other references) fails to disclose the limitations of 'wherein the field is one of a synchronization field and a signaling field,'" since "this 
language should be interpreted in the alternative, such that the field can be either one of a synchronization field or a signaling field but not 
both." Applicant bases this argument on Section 2111 of MPEP, which requires that claims should be interpreted "in light of the 
specification." However, Section 21 11.01 states: "One must bear in mind that, especially in nonchemical cases, the words in a claim are 
generally not limited in their meaning by what is shown or disclosed in the specification. . . It is only when the specification provides 
definitions for terms appearing in the claims that the specification can be used in interpreting claim language." In addition, Section 2111 of 
the MPEP cites to In re Prater, in which the court stated "reading a claim in light of the specification, to thereby interpret limitations 
explicitly recited in the claim, is a quite different thing from 'reading limitations of the specification into a claim,' to thereby narrow the scope 
of the claim by implicitly adding disclosed limitations which have no express basis in the claim." 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-04 (CCPA 1969). 
Here, Applicant asserts that, although the claim language does not specifically require as such, the claim should nonetheless be 
interpreted in light of the specification as requiring the field to be "either one of a synchronization field or a signaling field but not both." 
What Applicant advocates is "reading limitations of the specification into a claim,' to thereby narrow the scope of the claim by implicitly 
adding disclosed limitations which have no express basis in the claim," which is impermissible under In re Prater. Since the claim, as 
currently worded, "does not forbid the field from being both [a synchronization field and a signaling field]," the Examiner's interpretation of 
the claim language is proper. 
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
